Drive “Submarine Away After 
“She Wastes $45,000 in Tor- 
pedoes Which Go Wild. 


THOUSANDS SEE THE FIGHT 


Passengers on. Train Report 
' Seeing Two Submarines on 
Surface Off Wellsfleet. 


ORLEANS, Mass., 
man submarine attacked the tug Perth 
Amboy of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
and her four barges three miles off this 
town on the southeastern elbow of Cape 
Cod at 10:30 A.M. today. The one-sided 
battle lasted one hour and a half. The 
tug was burned ‘to thé water's. edge by 
shelifire, while the barges Lansford and 
Nos. 703, 740, and 166 were sunk by 
gunfire,

A’ report reached here tonight from 
Wellsfleet that passengers on the train 
that ‘took the survivors td Boston re- 
ported that while their train was near 
Wellsfleet they saw two submarines a 
short digtance from the. shore. They 
were entirely on the surface, those who 
saw them declare, and were so close to 
the ‘shore’ that members of their crews 
could be, made out standing upon the 
decks. Some of the passengers describe 
the. actions of the men. They said they 
were smoking either cigars or cigarettes 
and “‘ looked like Germans.’’ 

The attack was witnessed by large 
crowds of natives and Summer visitors 
who had flocked to the Cape for’ the 
week-énd. All accounts agreed. that the 
submarine’s shooting was-‘very bad. 
Her. torpedo work was no better. Ac- 
¢éording to Captain Ainslie of the Lans- 
ford she launched three torpedoes at 
the tug ana aH went wild. 

Seaplanes to the Rescue. 

The attack occurred only a few miles 
from the naval aviation station at Chat- 
ham. Three seaplanes attacked the 
raider with bombs, according to Rear 
Admiral Spencer S. Wood, commander 
of the First Naval District. The fire was 

returned, keeping the planes~ high.

The differante in. the mental eftect be- 
tweén: waiting and losing and arriving 
and winning: isthe chief psychological 
fact noted in Pariy-today. There were 
soberness and depression underlying. tne 
patriotic demongtrativeness ,of the: re-, 
cent féte days, July 4 and’14.. Then the 
checring was-for something. hoped for. 
Today has no distinctive mark on the 
calendar, but joy’ today is an.easy, nat- 
ural thing. The expression: of it, how- 
ever, is an entirely’ ‘individual ‘affair, 
There is absolutely’ no public demonstra- 
tion, no meetings for thanksgiving .or 
celebration. Hardly.a flag is to. be seer 
on the boulevards'.or anywhere else in 
Paris. Save for her ‘old national holi- 
days, France has allowed herself te. 
display . and formally -celebrate.. wi 
flags in cities and tovns on only two 
occasions in the last four years—oncé 
when Italy ‘entered the ‘war in May;

“Just about now everybody is on edge 
because the possibilities of the situation 
are so tremendous. -Encouragement ‘is 
found in the very. conservativenegs. of 
the official: communiqués on the. battle. 
Nothing is overstated. On the contrary, 
there is a general sense of certainty that 
the Allies have dofie :much more. in the 
last four days than has. been stated)‘ and 
that the victory movement now in. prog- 
ress is only in its beginning. 


Americans Rejoicing. 


Americans ‘in Paris; both. civil, and 
military, ate ‘also ‘rejoicing on a.‘double 
account. First, because ‘the entire world 
is so. tremendously advancéd. . Second, 
because America has figally played such 
a real part in it. There are still Jacking 
from’ two’ to. three months ‘before the 
time fixcd at which France really: éx- 
pected the efféctive military co-operation 
of the Amerjcans on the front.

German Reserves Fail. 


The first symptom of the change 
was that von Boehm had to draw 
seven divisions from the remaining 
‘reserves of the offensive and throw 
them forward from the Soissons- 
toad to stem the 
flood of Franco-American triumph. 
As we see, it was retarded, but not 
stopped, still less set back. 

A more heroic step was necessary, 
and the withdrawal from the south 
bank of the Marne was decided upon: 
It was executed during Friday night 
and the early hours of Saturday 
morning.. 

The . French ‘outposts between 
Blesmes and Osuilly were not caught 
napping. They and their comrades 
of the French, British, and Amer- 
ican air forces, as well as’ the 
French, Italian, and British forces 
that have so well held the enemy on 
the east side, have all their share in 
the honors of the general change of 
fortune.

Heavy Loss in Retreat. 

The retreat began under the cover 
of darkness, aided by smoke clouds, 
which presently increased in extent 
and density. There ¢an hardly be a 
simpler, and I doubt if there has 
been a. mote effective invention dur- 
ing the war than the smoke shell 
and kindred means of throwing up 
rapidly a vast aerial camouflage. It 
need hardly be added. that the enemy 
has no monopoly of its usé.

The German Grand Staff under 
Ludendorff— Hindenburg, by the 
way, seems to have disappéared, at 
least temporarily—preserves one of 
the lesser military virtues. When 
in danger, it does not temporize, but 
boldiv cuts its losses. 

Following von Kluck’s Example. 


There are many differences bé- 
tween the first and second battles 
of the Marne, bit there are several 
striking likenesses, and this is one 
of them.

Remnant of Prussian Division Re- 


fuses to Belleve We Have a 
Million Men Abroad. —

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN FRANCE, July 21.— 
My first account of the capture of 
Meteren + Scots.and South Africans 
underestimate the. number of pris- 
oners. When I wrote, only sixty or 
so, had been brought down und 
escort, but later in, the day more tes 
200 others were collected from cellars 
and dugouts in and about'the ruins of 
the village and added to the bag. 
Meanwhile Australians to the south 
brought their number to about 100. 

They were-an extremely mixed crew, 
as I saw for myself, some of them big 
fellows of six feet two or three, with 
heavy, hulking figures, and one or two 
at least looked monstrously tall. be- 
aide the British soldiers who were their 
guards. Their big shrapnel helmets 
added to their height and gave them 
the mediaeval look which strikes one 
anew every time one sees a batch of 
these men. But the others were thin, 
‘weedy, undersized . lads. with gaunt 
cheekbones, deep eyesockets, and sal- 
low skins, so that they seemed un- 
der ‘their .steel helmets, which came 
down to their shoulders, Hke human 
caricatures of snuffed candles. 

It is a marvel that ‘so. many: looked 
#0 well and strong, for these Prussians 
of the 8ist. Reserve Division have been 
living heillishly since the middle of 
June, when they were put into the 
line at Meteren. It is a line without 
trenches, made up of shell pits, into

no. comfort as shelter, because’ the 
British guns pounded it to ruin above 
the cellars, and, having” laid it low 
except for the stump of the old red 
brick church tower, which _ stil!

better to be out of the cellars than 
in them. They made their line of de- 
fense on the outskirts of the village, 
hiding their dwelling places in shell 
pits behind hedges and in tall grass 
and flowering weeds. 

Miserably they tried , to organize | 
gome trench system which would 
make life more tolerable, and they 
did. actually dig a few bits of trench 
and make some dugouts and’ machine 
gtin emplacements on the north of the 
village behind one of the hedges, but 
they had not gone far with this work 
when the Scots and South Africans 
made it useless. 

Probably they could not get on with 
it because of the weakness of their 
companies. Influenza crept from 
shell hole to shell hole. and caught 
hold of these poor wretches. ‘The 
incessant: British gunfire, smashing 
into Meteren and bursting among 
their burrows, caused them many 
casualties and apparently sufficient 
new drafts to fill the gaps did not 
arrive. They became so weak that 
it is said companies were down to 
thirty men and battalions to 120. 

Surprised by Attack. 

flo this remnant or the 8lst Reserve 
Division. of Prussians sat wretchedly 
under steel helmets when the British 
guns strafed them at any hour. of 
day and night, put on gas masks 
when we soaked their ground with 
poison fumes, and knew what it meant 
to live in a hell on earth. 

Ali that normal kind of experience 
came tu them on Friday morning, so 
they thought:it was just the same old 
thing. They put:on gas masks when 
clouds of smoke rolled toward them, 
ahd crouched Jow and listened to the 
crash of ‘big shells and the scream 
of them. For a month this had been 
the daily routine, and although they 
geemed to guess that one day~ they 
would be attacked, there was no 
reason why it should happen that 
day. 

In that way they were surprised, 
and many of them knew nothing of 
the attack until they found Scottish 
soldiers behind them: Many of them 
surrendered meekly. The only trouble 
to the Scots came from a number of 
machine guns hidden behind a hedge 
on the north of Meteren, and they 
were held up there and suffered there 
most of the casualties of the day, 
which elsewhere had been very light. 

The Camerons-and Royal Scots and 
South Africans, encircling the vil- 
lage, attained their objectives rapidly, 
and on the. southeast, of Meteren went 
beyond them.

Security League Finds Great En- 
couragement in Fight Against 
the German Language. 


The National Security League, which 
has been carrying on a campaign to 
abolish the teaching of German and to 
suppress, German-language newspapers, 
announced yesterday that twenty-five 
States had dropped German classes 
from the schools, and that the German- 
language press had: beén heavily dam- 
aged by the crusade to induce adver- 
tisers not to jadvertise. in German 
papers. and newsdealers not to handle 
them. 

Colonel ‘Charles: E. Lydecker, Presi- 
dent of the league, in a letter to the 28} 
branches of- the league, ‘describes the 
campaign aa follows: 

“The presence of a large number of 
persons in the country who profess loy- 
alty to the Government, but who foster 
the traditions maxims, speech, and 
principles. of the enemy Governments 
by.. suggestion, innuendo, and conniv- 
ance. amounting to conspiracy, are of- 
fensive to the loyal. workers and detri- 
mental to. a genuine spirit of patriotism, 
The duty of every citizen is to know 
the English tongue.

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- GENERAL FOCH’S VICTORY. 

General Focn’s vigorous offensive 
has ‘saved Rheims, beyond a doubt, 
and every hour the jhtanco-American 
advance is reducing the German sa- 
lient that had been pushed south “of 
the Marne.below Dormans. If -Sois- 
sons is captured, which now seems to 
be inevitable, the salient should ulti- 
mately be flattened out altogether, in 
which case the gains west of Rheims 
‘made in the fifth phase of the Ger- 
than offensive -will be converted into 
disastrous losses. 

If the French and Americans have 
“broken through” the enenty’s line 
northwest of Chateau-Thierry, as a 
bulletin from the front announces, 
there is a prospect that German or- 
ganizations will fall into the net-of a 
local encircling movement, for the 
new Franco-American line north of 
Neuilly had swung well to the east 
before the Allies entered ‘Chiteau- 
Thierry. The taking of Brasjes, on 
the nerth bank-of the Marne and three: 
miles east of Chiitteau-Thierry,: operted 
to the Allies a road to Fére-en-Tarde- 
nois, and the use of it will be of great 
assistance in rounding up bands of 
the enemy, whose ranks show signs;of 
demoralization. f 

The German retreat across the 
Marne, which Berlin official reports 
treat as a meditated strategic move- 
ment, was made in disorder. It was 
a retirement in force, and so prectpi- 
tate that the advancing Allies’. met 
with inconsiderable ;resistance.. Even 
the rearguard actions .of the enemy | 
sdéem to have been hurried and‘feeble.

Owing to unfavorable weather 
conditions, these will.be small. There 
is abundant evidence that for some 
time past the supply has been ‘insuffi- 
cient, It may be seen in successive 
reductions of the. potato. ration, which 
is now only one pound a week, the, 
meagre allowance of bread, and meat- 
less. weeks in Bavaria. This year. 


northern neutral countries, for they 
have not enough for themselves: Ger- 
many’s need explains thé Berlin Gov- 
ernment’s demand that Holland shall 
send: across the border large: quanti- 
ties of cheese, eggs, poultry, and fats. 
Holiand eannot afford thus to reduce 
her supplies. Imports of grain from 
the Ukraine and Rumania have been 
small. _ Food- shortage: has been the 
subject’ of debates in the Reichstag. 
After one of these, six weeks ago, 
Herr BaTock1, formerly Food Admin- 
istrator, said in a published letter that 
the system of food distribution resem- 
bled an “ emergency bridge ”: ; 

Three timbers, bread, potatoes, and 
grain feed, are the main girders of 
this bridge... If one of.these timbers 
breaks, Germany lies at the foot of 
the. precipice, Hach year the timbers 
begin to shake and creak during the 
last months preceding -the harvest. 
The task of the Food Administration 
is to prevent the creaking and shak-- 
ing from turning into. a-collapse in 
thé critical months. Thus far we have 
succeeded, although each time only by 
the skin of our teeth. 

After the bridge has been crossed 
this year, the new crops will be in- 
adequate. Reports from Switzerland 
say that for five weeks after the mid- 
dle of April,. Germany, the southwest- 
ern. corner excepted,. had no rain. 
Drought and unseasonable heat were 
followed by frosts in the first ‘week ‘of 
June, which, it is said, killed one-third 
of the potato crop and severely affect- 
ed other vegetables. Growing fruit: 
suffered, and in the northern parts 
only, one-fifth of. the crop survived. 
The yield of wheat may not show} 
much ‘loss. Crops “in Austria have 
been reduced by frost. Trade reports 
agree in saying that in both countries 
the crop outlook is unfavorable. The 
northern neutrals had two months of 
drought, and the situation is:not en- 
couraging in other countries to which 
Germany looked for help. 

Rumania’s corn crop will be only 
one-twenty-fifth of the average. Her 
wheat. and other cereals will not be 
enough for one-tenth of her people, ; 
who are hungry now because Ger- 
many. seized nearly all their food- 
stuffs. Peasants in the Ukraine plant- 
ed for only enough to satisfy their 
own wants, and throughout Russia 
preparation was made for not more 
than 30 or. 40 per cent. of the avetage 
yield. . From these sources the Cen- 
tral Powers can get little or ‘nothing 


this year or next. Probably Herr|

GOOD LABOR AND BAD LABOR.

Women's War Work. in England. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A-return of the Ministry of National Ser- 
vice has just been published as a parlia- 
mentary paper, showing the. number of 
persons employed in the various’ Goyern- 
ment departments at the outbreak of the 
war and at the present time, and-includes 
those employed, whether temporary or per- 
manent. The figures show. that the num- 
ber of men and woméh employed in the 
civil service on Aug. 1, 1914, were in round 
figures 280,000, while the number at ‘pres- 
ent employed is somewhat over 280,000. 
During this period the number of men em- 
ployed decreased from 193;000 to 136,000, 
while the number of women employed in- 
creased from 36,000 to 144,000. The figures 
of Aug. 1 include the gredt departments of 
the Admiralty, War Office, Post Office, 
Board of Customs, Ministry -of Labor, 
Home Office, Inland Revenue, Board of 
Education, Board of Trade, Colonial Office, 
Foreign Office. While those of today nét 
only cover’ these but include also the new 
Government Departments of Air Ministry, 
Central Control Board, Ministry of Food, 
Food Production, Information, Munitions, Na- 
tional Service, Pensions, Shipping Ministry, 
War Trade. 

Of the total number of men now em- 
ployed in the. civil wervice less than. 2 per 
cent. are men under 31 years of age fit Se 
general service. * ’ G. A.

Brooklyn 
bridges, and with something less than 250 
feet elevation “above the water. There would 
be barely reom for two. airplanes 6f much.

ati wore. Maty.””: Their rodms and- food ’ 
are far better than anything to which they 
are accustomed, and no servant is imposed 
eupon, “tl treated or’ badly fed: The proof 
lies in the fact that no servant would. re- - 
main twenty-four hours. in a house under 
such. conditions. 


Here is a letter from one of those who 
keep but a single servant:

Regarding taxing of servants themselves 
I uphold -with-all my-heart. The Govern- 
ment should tax them for the amount they 
demand from poor, géntle people. * * # 
‘The maid I have has a large, airy room, 
good, soft bed, good food, and her: own

Celebrations in honor of Belgian Inde- 
pendence Day were held in all parts of 
the allied world yesterday. . It was 
first, time “that, the day was celebrated!

The New 
York City celebration. took place at 
the City College Stadium, where. 7,000 
persons gathered last night listen:

Military Mission 
to this country; Adolph Lewisohn, and 
the Rev. G..F., Stillemans. 

Messages of greeting and pledges of 
loyalty. were sent .from the meeting to 
King Albert and President _ ‘Wilson. 
Among: the Belgian singers last night 
atthe Stadium were Auguste Bouilliez, a 
former. baritone of the Theatre de la 
Monnaie; Alice. Verlet, Carl Liten, and 
Octave Dua.. Mr. Bouilliez sang for the 
first time in this. country his. aria, 
‘‘ Albert I.,’* dedicated to the King’ of 
Belgium, which is to be sung. on the 
entry of the,King to his own land after 
the war. 

The speech of Dr. Manning, which was 
a glorification of the part played by 
Belgium in the war, was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause, and when he de- 
clared that ‘the United States would 
listen to no word of-peace until.
